Dispatches told of the suicide of 
Jacobo M. Arnof, after discovery 
that the local office of the United 
States Shipping Board had been de- 
frauded of a large sum of money 


through manipulation of the books. 
Today a confession was made pub- 
lic In which the suicide made known 


that his real name was Harry 
Wolfe of New Orleans. He desired 
before dying, he said, to clear Ar- 


nofs name. 
Wolfe said in his confession tha? 
Arnof. who came*from Arkansas. 


was drowned while canoeing with 
him here Nov. 7, 1920. Instead of 
reporting the death to the police, 
Wolfe assumed Arnof's name and 
passport. He resembled his dead 
companion, except for a scar on his 


face, and he completed the resem- 
making a similar scar 
with acid. 

His plan was so successful that he 
regularly 
from Arnof's father. without arous- 
ing suspicion. He obtained a post- 
tion as the Shipping Board account- 
ant and by systematic methods, 
robbed the office of a total of more 
than 400,000 pesos ($139.000.) 

Wolfe said he did it “by handling 
the books so that nobody was able

SELECTION of Chinese and 
Japanese lacquera, porcelains 
and bronzes, from the Charles 
Parsons Collection of Oriental art 
objects, has been installed in Gal- 
| leries 26 and 27 of the City Art Mu- 
seum, and will remain on exhibition

Of most importance among the 
objects now displayed are the lac- 
quers. These, although they, too. 
must be considered recent, having 
been made within the last 560 or 75 


modern makers. 

lacquer is a term for prepared 
varnishes applied to tin, pewter, 
brass, metal or weed. Differences in 
ingredients and processes catse the 
chasm between the present-day man- 
ufacture of articles which are called 
“lachuer” and the objects of the 
ancient Oriental art, which is exclu- 
sively and characteristically Jap- 
anese. 

The charm of lacquer—its guali- 
ties and the finesse of the workman- 
ship in this material, dates back as 

far as the discovery of the art, some 
_time prior to $882 B. C. From the 


famous salts is made from the report on the lacquer industry of

The material from which lacquer 
is made is a natural product, the sap 
of the urushi tree, a species of su- 
mac, called the lacquer tree of Ja- 
pan. The finest lac is obtained from 
trees between the ages of 100 to 200 
years. A continua) renewai of the 
supply of trees is neceasitated by the 
fact that tapping for the sap results 
in the death of the tree and conse- 
quently a new crop must always be 
coming on. The first tapping is 
made when the tree is 10 years old, 
although the lac from those so 
young usually is poor. In medie- 
val times, scarcity of urushi trees 
caused the Government to compel 
landowners to plant and cultivate a 
certain number of trees annually, 
and the export of lac. was strictly 
forbidden. For this reason, no really 
fine lacquer was seen in HDurope un- 
til 1867, at the time of the Paris Ex- | 
position. Even at this time, excep- 
tionally few examples of the ancient. 
_ Japanese lacquers are owned in the) 

Occident, the majority being cher-| 
‘ished in the old temples of Japan.

| plied afterward in thin, even coats. | 
Two methods of making carved lac- 
| quer objects are possible—to carve 
the wooden foundation first, or to: 
'carve through the layers of lacquer 
yafter it has been applied. The per- 
formance is almost equally difficult. 
In the case of flat-surfaced objects, 
the wooden foundhtion is made of 
specially selected hard wood called 
bi-no-ki and usually is a beautiful 
example of cabinetmaking. This 
_ foundation, often as thin as card- 
‘board, but perfectly fitted, is 
strengthened with a larer of thin 
hempen cloth and sized with thin 
‘paste. This surface is carefull 
ryround down in preparation for the 
lecquering proper. A flat, thin 
brush made of human hair is used 
for applying the liquid lacquer. Aft- 
er each coating, the object is laid 
away in a damp press, the lacquer 
drying better in moist than in a dry 
air. After the final coating, some- 
times the thirtieth or fortieth, the 
top surface is polished with the fine 
afh of calcined Geer’s horn, applied

A Little Sermon on Home Ownership by |

(NE of the very rich men of America, when 
asked one night to tell of the happiest hour 
of his life, told this story: 


“At the age of 21 I had saved eight hundred dollars. I 
was earning five hundred a year and my father only re- 
quired that I should pay my board out of it. At the age 
of 22 I had secured a pretty cottage, just outside the city. 
I was able to pay two-thirds of the price down, and also 
to furnish it. 


“I was married on Sunday, a Sunday in June, at my 
father’s house. My wife had come to me poor in purse 
but rich in womanhood. The Sabbath day and night we 
spent under my father’s roof, and on Monday morning I 
went to my work, leaving my mother and sisters to help 
in preparing my home. On Monday evening when the 
labors of the day were done, I went—not to —y father’s 
house—but To My Own Home.

I laid my hat on the little stand in the hall and passed on 
into the kitchen. Our kitchen and dining room were all 
in one those days. I pushed open the kitchen door. The 
table was set against the wall, the evening meal was pre- 
pared by the hands of my wife, who stood there by the 
table with a throbbing, expectant look upon her lovely 
face. I tried to speak, but no words would come. I could 
only fold her to my heart. | 


“Long years have passed and gone since then. ran 
wealth has flowedin upon me. Iam honored and 

but, as true as heaven, I would give it all, every 

of it, for the joy I experienced that\June evening, long, 
long ago!”

000,00 in the Jay Gould fortune should be di- 
vided equally among the seven children of his 
first wife and that the remaining $16,000,000 
of his personal fortune be divided into 10 equal 
parts and distributed among the 10 children 
of both marriages. Previously he had given 
the Manursing Istand home to his wife and had 
also placed a fund of $1,000,000, aside from the 
$4,000,000 provided in the will, in trust ivr er 
with the Commercial Trust Co. of New Jersey.

The Somerville mechanic who was brutally 
slain by hooded ruffians on the porch of his 
home last July while his aged mother and three 
little girls pleaded for his life. 


on that July day, when, after finding that “jus- 
tice was paralyzed and that a power apparently 


greater even than the law of the State,” was. 


operating in Burleson County, he declared he 
would employ every vestige of authority he 
could exercise to free the locality and the State 
from such a sinister influence. 

So it was that when Gov. Neff left Texas 
again ea few weeks ago to attend President 
Coolidge’s prohibition conference at the White 
House, Davidson, as acting Governor, fired an- 
other broadside in his fight to vindicate law 
and order and to bring the masked murderers 
to justice. 

Again the Rangers went to Somerville, and 
after a few days’ investigation, reported that 
they had found the evidence desired and that, 
in their opinion, a fearless grand jury inquiry 
would make possible the indictment, arrest and 
conviction of the men who shot Lange to death. 
He thereupon ordered all evidence placed be- 
fore the Burleson County grand jury. What 
disposition of the case they will make remains 
to be determined. 


Opposing Klan His Only Crime 


Officials so far have not disclosed the nature 
of the evidence obtained, and the explanation 
for the brutal killing of Lange remains a mys- 
tery. He was known to be a quiet, inoffensive 
young man, employed as a mechanic in the rali!- 
road shops at Somerville, and operating in i's 
spare hours a little truck garden. 

He had a modest home in the outskirts of 
Somerville, which he and his wife and their 
three little daughters shared with his mother, 
a Mrs. Ditcher. He never dabbled in politica, 
and was not active in community affairs. Be- 
ing the sole support of a family of five, he had 
little time to spend in leisure, and in the eve- 
nings, when work at the shops was over, he 
was usually to be found in his garden. He hai 
no gang affiliations and few intimate associ- 
ates. He was- known, however, as being radi- 
cally opposed to the Ku Klux Kian, although 
be was seldom outspoken in his views. 

On the night of July 2 last Otto Lange was 
not in a physical condition to cope with ma- 
rauders. even had they been unarmed. He had 
suffered a wrenched back a few deys before 
at his work in the railroad shops, and Was re- 
covering slowly from his injury when the night 
of his death arrived. The evening being a 
pleasant one, be had disregarded his mothers 
cautioning that he was not able to sit up late, 
and from his rocking chair on the porch was 
watching the play of his three little daughters. 
There was little thought of violence in his 
mind. when, at 9:30, an automobile carrying 
four white-robed figures, drew up in front of 
the house and stopped. 

Three of the masked men got out. 

“It is a joke.’ said Lange. “Some of the 
poys from the shops have come to scare m*.”

For days after the tragedy feeling ran high 
in Somerville and cther neighboring towne. Im- 
mediately persons hosttie to the klan charged 
the organization with resporsibilliv, and sev- 
everal suspects were questioned, only to be re- 
leased. Kian officiais vehemently denied that 
their order had anything to do with the K!Il!- 
ing, and even subscribed money as a reward 
for apprehension of the slayers, and offered to 
assist the Rangers. All efforts were vain, how- 
ever, for no trace of the murderers was found, 
or if it was found, was not made public. Local 
officers were convinced that the maurauders 
were residents of the community, but, neverthe- 
less, were unable to lay hands upon them. 
Some, at a loss to explain the crime, attributed 
it to a case of mistaken identity. The gang, 
they argued, must heave been:.looking for some 
other man, and simply went to the wrong house 
to get him. 
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“Conspiracy to ‘Shield Slayers” 


But it didn’t seem reasonable to Lieutenant- 
Governor Davidson that a group of men out “or 
murder would have been guilty of euch care- 
lessness, especially in a town of Somervilie's 
size, where every resident knows almost every 
other resident. It was at this juncture that he 
took offiical action, sending a detachment of 
Rangers to the place and at the same time 
offering a reward of $500 for arrest of tho 
members of the hooded band. Declaring that 
a conspiracy existed in Somerville to shield the 
stayers, he threatened to call out the entire 


legal and military forces of the State if nece:- 
sary to learn the identity of the criminals, no 
matter whether they were kiansmen or other 
persons masquerading in the organizations 
guise. 

Several times he has intimated that “there is 
someone at Somerville who knows all about 
that murder, but is afraid to tell what he 
knows.” It was to encourage this testimony 
that he sent the Rangers back a short time 
ago, when Gov. Neff'’s absence gave him ile 
opportunity. Thus far he has declined to rr- 
veal the results of their inquiry, but furnishes 
cause for the belief that the Rangers’ secon 
visit was more successful than the first. "Wait 
until the grand jury acts,” he tells inquirers. 

Asked recently if he believed the slayars 
were klan members, he evaded the question 
with the reply that “it is pretty hard to tei’. 
“I do not believe it was an official act of the 
organization,”” he continued, -“apd neithae- 
would I say confidently that the men were m«!r- 
bers of it. But they appeared in kian rega!i« 
and I can say that they have been shielded ** 
some power in Somerville even greater in 4:- 
thority and strength than the law of the State. 
and that until the Rangers went there justice 
was paralyzed.” 

The case of Otto Lange, however, is just 
one of the many which have convinceil Darid- 
son that the power of all masked organizations 
in the State of Texas must be broken if chaos 
is to be averted. Though perhaps not so bru- 
tal. so coldblooded as the murder of Lange 
before the eyes of his little children, other 
cases have been just as serious in their de- 
fiance of law and order. <A short time ago 
the Lieutenant-Governor told a correspondent 
of the circumstances surrounding them. 

“In the same county in which Lange re- 
sided.” said Davidson, “there lives a man 
named Edward Thurber, a good citizen and 
the proprietor of a amall store. A few months 
ago he had occasion ‘to go to his store between 
® and 10 o'clock at night. He went tn his ma- 
chine and was accompanied by his wife. 

“When they arrived at the store Mrs. Thur- 
ber was the first to leave the car. As she did 
so she saw several masked men. She screamed 
a warning to her husband, but she was too 
late, for before Thurber could do anything 
to defend himself the heode@ men opened fire 
and Thurber ts now « cripple for tife.

UST a young chap is David Grimes, 26 years 
old, blond and rather shy, yet he is the in- 
ventor of the Grimes inverse duplex radio set, 
for which he has been paid a record price, ac- 
cording to a New York attorney who has been 
prominent in the most important radio patent 
matters. The exact price paid by the Bristol 
Co., Waterbury, Conn., is not yet disclosed. Some 
idea of the sum can be gained from comparison with 
the amount paid by Westinghouse for the Armstrong 
regenerative circuit, understood to be $500,000, the 
highest price paid up to that time for radio patent 
rights. 


Grimes’ e£perience in realizing on his invention_ 


runs true to form. The story follows the conven- 
tional ambitious boy lines as closely as if 
it had been written for the edification of 
youth. The fundamental idea on which 
the inverse duplex system is based, and it 
is a basic theory, was conceived by Grimes 
in 1917, when, as a Lieutenant in the U. 8. 
Air Service, he was given the task of de- 
signing, under the adverse conditions of a 
crude field laboratory, a new and more sen- 
sitive method of intercepting instructions 
to German aircraft, sent to bomb the En- 
glish seaports, as they proceeded from fly- 
ing fields in Germany. As in several nota- 
ble instances, his work was not completed 
in time to be used by the air service. 
Returning to America, he quickly set- 
tled himself in the research and develop- 
ment division of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co., in New York, where his 


work afforded him an opportunity to continue pri- 


vately the development of the inverse duplex. In 
1922 he left the A. T. & T. to manufacture 
and sell radio sets for broadcast reception, in- 
corporating his inventions in the outfits. Fortu- 
nately, it proved later, the expense of protecting the 
basic idea and a score of resulting inventions in- 
volved in it left Grimes without capital to finance 
his manufacturing.

8ut in the Gobi Desert this expedition was worse off 
than exploration parties usually are. The only 
game to be found in the whole desert region was an 
occasional ibex or gazelle, and these only in the 
outer portions. 

The whole country turned out to be practically 
unknown, since maps of Mongolia proved worthless. 
Places charted as towns were found, on arrival there, 
to be nothing but deserted water holes. 

At Kaigan, where the road from Peking to the rim 
of the desert ends, the returning expedition was met 
by Dr. Osborn, jubilant over their discoveries, news 
of which had been sent out of the desert to him. 

In the next expedition, which will start approxi- 
- mately a year from now, a special effort will be made 
to discover the traces of the beginnings of human 


life. Considering how much already has been accom-., 


plished, the proapect of finding the paleontological 
origins of mankind appears hopeful. 

A few more details about the dinosaur eggs, and 
the exceptional conditions prevailing in the Gobi 
Desert which brought about their preservation by 
nature’s “cold storage”’ process are interesting. This 
so-called ‘‘cold storage,”” of course, has nothing to 
do with refrigeration. It is just another way of 
saying that the eggs are fossilized. 

Five of the eggs were found together in one place 
and nine in another, presumably as they were laid 
by the parent on the sand, to be hatched by the 
warmth of the sun. Moreover, hard by the five, 
with its posterior end within two feet of the nest,

was found the complete skeleton of a dinosaur, in 
a position suggesting that it might have just de- 
posited -the eggs before there happened the sand- 
storm which covered beast and eggs, to preserve 
them so wonderfully for discovery long ages after. 

This extraordinary find, the very first of its kind 
in the history of science, proves what scientists 
never knew for certain before—that the primeval 
reptile reproduced itself by the same  oviparous 
process as its descendants of the present time. 

There is a special reason why the discovery was 
not made before, a reason affecting the whole ques- 
tion of the preservation of fossils, and their acces- 
sibility to scientific examination. Every geologist 
knows that the rocks in which he works contain the 
fossilized remains of the animal and vegetable king- 
doms, but these are of little use to the expert, be- 
cause they can seldom be separated from the min- 
eral substance’ ip which they are embedded. 


The action of water has rolled everything down- 


ward into some basin, where petrification has in 
time solidified every deposit into a mass of rock, an 
adamantine pudding containing bones of animals, 
trunks of trees, perhaps particles of the precious 
mé¢tals scraped from a reef by the pounding of stones 
driven by a torrent. . 

It needs quite other conditions to preserve fossils 
so that students may sit in judgment on them, set 
them up in museums, and reconstruct from them 
fascinating reproductions of life in the earlier days 
of the earth. The necessary conditions appear to

E HAVE eraduamMy learnt that elec- 
tricity exists in two farms, the nega-

need not be foreign bodies in the ether. but a spe- 
cifically organized portion of it. But all this is at 
present hypothetical and need not be emphasized. 
Suffice it for the present purposes to say that both 
electron and proton certainly exist: and almost as 
certainly that they comstitute the apparently indi- 
visible elements of which all matter is composed. 

They are. however. both closely related to the 
ether somehow. for they attract and repel each 
other. ‘That is to say. there fs a strong mutual Zorce 
urging electrons and protons together, and at the 
Same time keeping apart the units of the same 
kind; and this force, whether of attraction or re 
pulsion, must mecessarily be exerted through and 
by means of the imterveninge ether. Furthermore, 
we know that when ether is in motion it is sur 
rounded br a magnetic field, which magnetic field 
consists of some modification in the ether. and ex- 
tends a considerable distanmte round the moving 
nucleus or kernel. These facts are commenly ex- 
pressed by saring that a moving charce has two 
fields of force: one. radiating from it in all di 
rections, is called its electric field; while the other. 
which surrounds its tine of motion in rings—opening 
out more and more of them and crowding them 
closer together as the motion imcreases in speed— 
is called its magnetic field. It is this last which 
comfers upon each unit its fundamental property of 
inertia; that is, its power of persisting in motianz 
until it ts disturbed—checked, hastened or deflected 
—by some external force. 

The size of these electric units is now known with 
fair aceuracy. But about thefr shape nothing i” 
known. It is natural te think of them as spheres, 
but there is no evidemee for that shape and no 
reason can be given why they —— have that 
shape. The spheric® shape is characteristic of 
large masses of matter. such as suns and planets. 
and for good reason. A large enough body must be 
spherical: otherwise it is umstable. A great mass of 
matter of irregular shape, or even of recular shape. 
like a cube or a cylinder or an elongated oval. could 
not remain im that condition. Its protruding por- 
tions would be pulled dowm and merged in the rest 
by gravitative attractiog@L But no such force acts 
effectively on a smalj-Bbedy. It is too insignificant 
in amount to be effective.

» M@mber of unneutralizéd protons at the cen- 


ter, and the number of planetary or revolving elec- 
rous in any given atom im its normdl state, must 
te the same. Many or few. there must be the same 
number of each. otherwise the atom would be eilec- 
trieally charged. and would not be in its normal 
condition. One electron too. many would rield a 
negatively charged atom; two electroms too many 
would be doubly charged; and a few atoms might 
be even triply or quadruply charzced. But such 
charging must be considered exceptional and not 
likely to be permanent. for these additional electrons 
would be hanging on in the teeth of some repulsion 
and would soon be likely to escape. 

On the other hand. a deficiency of one or two 
electrons in an atom would mean that it was posi- 
tively charged, and that, too. would be an unstable 
and exceptional condition. For the electrical force 
exerted by such an atom would be very great and 
would seon be able to collect stray electrons and 
thereby restore the balance to equilibrium. “When 
the charge of an atom is unbalanced or not neutral- 
ized the atem is readily cuided and propejied and, 
as an easy traveler, ic lied an “ion.” 

It is mot to be supposed that the protoms and elec- 
trons bere spoken of as contributinc te the ceutral 


positive charge and the equal peripheral negative 
charges are all the protons and electrons that exist 
in the atom; the nucleus may contain many more, 
and in fact usually does contain about double that 
number. Those of which we here speak are the 
most prominent, the most efficacious and. in fact. 
are those upon which the chemical properties of the 
element depend. The others, ticht packed in the 
nucleus, contribute to the weight of the atom. but 
do not contribute to its chemical nor to its radiative 
properties. They are more like an inert mass of 
satisfied material upon which the other more active 
and demonstrative units are grafted. The compact 
central mass does not contriBute to its electrical be- 
havior, which is the most conspicuous phenomenon 
in an atom, whether it be regarded from the physical 
or chemical side; they contribute only to its weight 
and inertia and mechanical properties generally. 

Consequently, the inert part of the central! mass 
is often ignored, and seemed to be of minor im- 
portance until some means was fourd for breaking it 
up. Attention was and is concentrated chiefly upon 
the outlyime negative electrons and upon the cor- 
responding number of protons which by their elec- 
trical attraction hold them together into a sort of 
solar system. These are what have been counted. 
and these are what are chiefly important to our 
present knowledge. But the others do not escape 
detection, and it is easy to count them, toe—fn fact, 
quite easy, for they are responsible for the atomic 
weight and are at once determined by the weiteht 
of the atom. Given that an atom of hrdrogen con- 
tains one proton. and weighs one. then an atom with 

tomic weight 16 must contain 16 protons. Bmt not 

all these are active: only 8 of them exhibit electrical 
forces and hold § electrons in orbital movement. 
The other & eonstitute the rest of the nucleus and 
represent its electrically neutral portion. 

So also with an element of atomic weight say 31. 
Sixteen of them are inert and 15 of them are eiec- 
trically active. The active number are what de- 
termine its chemica! and spectral behavior. and it 
is known as the atomic number of the element 
Roughly. it is usually about half the total number, 
sometimes exacfty half, though in all cases rather 
smaller than half when not exact. 

Anvone can tell how many protens altogether 
there are in an atom. Simply the number express 
ing its atomic weight. on the seale in which oxycen 
equa's 16. The interesting thieg is how. many of 
these are chemically or electrically active, and this 
is given by what is caHed the atomic number. _ Of 
this number there can be no fraction, and it pro- 
ceeds regularly through the different elements from 
1 to $2. Nearly all these $2 elements are known— 
there are only three or four gaps—and any day the 
few outstanding gaps may be filled by the active 
and enlightened investigators of he present dar. 

If we now ask how many electrically active pro- 
tons. and how many electricajly active electrons. go 
to make an atom of sodium, the answer is £fth- 
coming. The number is 11 of each. If we ask 
the same question @@mgt chlorine, the number is 17 
of each. If we ask it about carbon, the answer is 


that six of each kind of electrie charge constitute. 


the effective part of the atom of carbon. If, how- 
ever, we proceed @ some of the heavier elements and 
ask the question about lead. the answer is the sur- 
prising number of £2 of each kind. If we inquire 
into the constitution of radium we find 88 of each 
kind: §8 active protons along with 137 of the imert 
or satisfied variety exist at the center. and §& plane- 
tary electrons, either revolving or else grouped in 
some pattern. are attendant round the central 
nucleus or sup. The heaviest kmewn element is 
uranium, and for that the number is 92. Ng ele- 
ment with a greater number than that is at present 
known. Possibly any greater number world be too 
unstable to exist for any length of time. so that it 
would be extremely rare. Even uranium is not 
quite stabie: ‘and if we were to watch an atom of 
uranium for a sufficient length of time—which 
would be a very tedious business, for we might have 
to wait a thousand years—we should see (that is, 
mentaliy “see.” for. of course, an atom is hopelessly 
invisible) a group of four protons vio'ently escaping; 
and we should see electrons escaping. too. two 
packed up with the proton group and two thrown 
off separately, showing that of the four protons 
two came from the imert portion of the nur'eus 
and two from the electrically active portion, so that 
the projectile retains a @ouble. not a quadruple, 
electric charge. The number remaining of the 
active variety of each would thereby be re- 
duced to $0. which would mean that it was no longer 
uranium, but another element called uranium X. 
And this would also explode or fire off a particie in 
time, so that the number would then be reduced te 
88. when the main or residual substance would be- 
come radium. Then it might go on with rather in- 
creased activity, though still only very occasionally 
@ far as each atom was concerned. until the num- 
ber got down to §2,. with two well marked intermedi- 
te stages. one of them calied by Madame Curie po- 
lonium. The element with #2 active pairs would 
be fairly or perhaps quite stable and would be in- 
distinguishable from lead.

ygen 
hilum has only three. Helium, that 


comparatively rare, inert gas, found by 
Sir William Ramsay to be given off by 
certain minerals and by the hot springs | 
at Bath and other places (given off also 
during the disintegration of radium), an 
element first discovered spectroscopical- 
ly by Norman Lockyer in the sun and 
hence called helium, or “hélion,’”’ as we 
now see it ought to be called, has only 
two. But the first known of the inert 
gases, the one discovered by Rayleight, 
viz., argon, has 18, The helion.atom 
has the atomic weight of 4. Sodt must 
contain four protons in all and, of 
course, also four electrons. Two of 
these seem more,closely imbedded in 
structure than the other two, but all 
of them are so tightly held that the 
atom has very little external field and 
accordingly is chemically inert—so inert 
that the atoms are unable physically to 
hold togther by cohesion. Therefore, it 
exists as a gas consisting of isolated 
atoms. The smallest jostle or prayoca- 
tion will separate such atoms from each 
other and, accordingly, it can be lique- 
fied only at an exceedingly low tem- 
perature, very close to absolute zero. 
For at that low temperature the jostling 
practically ceases and the atoms are so 
nearly quiescent that the bonds of their 
feeble residual affinity are not broken. 
The atom of helium is very like one 
of those projectiles flung off by a radio- 
active substance and called an alpha- 
particle; but whereas an atom of heli- 
um is electrically neutral, an alpha- 
particle is by no means neutral. It has 
a double positive charge and it needs 
two electrons to satisfy it. But these it 


electrically. It has four positive charges 
and only two negatives. Consequently 
it is electrically unbalanced. It has a 
double positive charge. 

A projectile of that kind, moving at 
that tremendous speed, is quite a seri- 
ous thing and can do a lot of work be-

Is there any element that has only 
one constituent pair, one proton as the 
central nucleus and one revolving satel- 
lite, like an earth-moon system? Yas, 
the answer is definite and certain. The 
lightest known element is hydrogen, 
and hydrogen has only one of each. The 
hydrogen atom is constructed on the 
pattern of the earth and moon. 


Thus there are exactly 92 elements 
and no more. One cannot imagine an 
element lighter than hydrogen, unless 
it is possible to split a proton and an 
electron into fractions. [It fs easy to 
imagine an element heavier than urani- 
um, or any number of them. Hence. in 
that sense, there may be more than 92; 
but not by interpolation; only by ex- 
tension of the heavy end. And although 
such elements have been looked for— 
notably an inert gas with the atomic 
number of 118, which might possibly 
have been expected—none of theni has 
as Yet been discovered. The evidence 
on the whole is against their probable 
or frequent existence. However, the 
Yoscibility of building up still more com- 
p * end probably sifll more unstable 
elements under special conditions of 
temperature and pressure remains a 
subject for future discovery. 


The building-up process we have not 
‘earnt how to accomplish: nor have we 
observed it going on. The tumblinz- 
down or disintegration process we have 
cbserved; it constitutes the phenome- 
non called radioactivity. But even that 
we are unable to control. It goes on 
spontaneously or not s° a WNowert*a.
